Very la ely a 
huge, angry Pamphlet made its Appearance under the litle 
of, Fadion Detected, &c. It was immediately taken for 
granted, that it muft be the Preduétion of a certain Ho- 
nourable Perfons; and upon that right reafonable Prefump- 
tion, he has been attack'd in Profe and in Verfe as the un- 
doubted Author of it 

Now it fo happens, that the Honourable Perfon was in 
no whit or degree privy to the writing and publifhing of 
that Pamphlet ; nor had he feen it, or heard of it, until 
it was publickly feen in Print. If that be Truth, and I 
do aver it to be fo from the fureft Authority, what is this 
but, like the Jta/ian Bravo, rafhly ftabbing the wrong Man, 
without waiting for fufficient Information? 





The following is an Extra€t from an excellent Pamphlet, 
entitled, The Cask FArRLY StaTED: Jn a Letter from 
a Atcmber of Parliament, in the Country Interejt, to one of bes 
Conftituents: Which fets a very important Point in a clear 
Light. 

SIR, 

‘ OU may remember, that a few Days before I left 
the Country, in order to atrend my Duty in Parlia- 
ment, we received an Account of Alterations at Court, 
which, you and IJ flattcrd ourfelves, muft be attended with 
fome extraordinary Advantages to the Publick : — You 
annot forget with what Satisfaétion the firit News of this 
Change was reccived in the Country ; I can aflure you, it 
was received with the fame Joy in ‘Town, where A flairs of 
that Natureare more reafoned upon, and better underitood. 

You will imagine, that we, who owe our Seats to a vo- 
luntary Struggle of the People againit the Corruption of the 
Times, were altogether Neuters in the Quarrel: — We 
could have no Aff ctions, no Attachments, to either of the 
Rivals for Power : We had {cen one of thofe Rivals, 
curing a long Adminiftration, aiding and abetting thofe 
wicked Meaiures that have laid the Foundation of all the 
Calamitics that affli&t this Country. «— We had feen the 
chief of the other Faélion, for many Years, vigoroufly 
and conftantly oppofing that Adminiftration ; but when 
the critical Time came, and this Country had Reafon to 
expeét a thorough Deliverance ; when it was in the Power 
of him and his Friends, by the Affifiance of a cool and 
difpafonate Majority, to have unloofed the Bands of Cor- 
ruption, and to have repaired the Breaches of the Conftitu- 
tion ; we faw him bately bargaining for Favour in the Clo- 
fet, by icreening the Crimes ot his Predeceflor; meanly capi- 
tulating in the Daik, for what he might have challenged 
in opn Day; and to perpetuate his ill-gotten Power, 
plunging this Country intoa roinous Land War, without 
a fingle Ally, contrary to the exprefs Advice of Parlia- 
ment:-—— We had feen, in the Profecution of that War, 
every fortunate Opportunity that Providence threw in our 
Way, neglected > Every Propofal of retreating out of it 
with Honour, flighted and rejected.

In this Light thefe Competitors for Power were confi- 
dered ; and, therefore, who could wonder, that three noble 
Lords, who were defirous of taking Advantage from this 
Struggle, fhould chute rather to turn to thofe whofe Intere it 
it tecmed to be, to make the greateft Conceffion:, and from 
whom the mott Good, or, at worlt, the leaft Evil, might 
be expected ? 

This Change, as I faid, happened before the Meeting of 
Parliament : When Gentlemen came to Town, one of thole 
noble Perfons, with whom many of us lived in Friendfhip, 
and whom we all honoured, undertook to treat with us on 
this Occafion: He gave us the tlrongeit Afluranees of the 
good Intentions of the new Miniftry for a total Change of 
Meafures : He repretented to us, ** ‘That, by the 
** wild, impracticable Manner in which the War had hi 
*« therto been carried on, Affiirs abroad were in a moft 
*¢ diitra€ted Situation ; that this Nation was on the Brink 
‘* of a dreadful Precipice, from which nothing but the 
Affiftance of the Country Gentlemen could reicue it, 
by enabling the Miniflry to get out of the War with 
Honour and Safety to the Nation: (a Thing we mutt 
‘* with as well as they) That the Minifiry would affiit us, 

in Return, in all Ka reafonable Securities we could de- 
fire, againit thofe Grievances of which the Country 
“** complained.” Or Words to that I ffeét. 

There needed few Arguments to convince us of the mife- 
rable Situation of our foreign Affiirs; and with Regard to 
domeftic, we came but too well inftreéted by the Calamity 
and Want we had {een in the Country. 

We were fenfible, that, confidering their paft Behaviour, 
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we had but little Expeétation of Good from one Set of 


Men, and from the other none at all, We faw, that if we 
refufed to fupport that Side, from whelice there was a Pof- 
fibility of Good arifing, it would be, in effeét, re-ettablith- 
ing the Power of the other, which had already been at- 
tended with fuch fatal Confequences. We forelaw, on the 
one Hand, the Blame we fhould juflly incur, if, by our 
Behaviour, we contributed to put the Helm again into thof 
mad Hands, that had already tteered the Veftel fo near its 
Dettrution: On the other, we as plainly difcerned the 
Hazard we ran, in fupporting thofe who could only give 
Promifes and Affurances, for fulfilling which, fome Time, 
in the Nature of Things, mult neceflarily be allowed. 

In fuch Circumftances, Sir, we well knew, that our 
Behaviour would be liable to the Mifreprefentation of thofe 
whofe Intereft it was to mifreprefent and divide us. But, | 
muft confefs, we little imagined, our Conduét would have 
been compared with that of thofe Gentlemen who fo 
fhamefully deferted us three Years ago. We were then a 
confeffed Majority, able, if they had been willing, to re- 
drefs the Grievances of our Country : That all Inquiry into 
~ Offences was oppofed by fome of them, from the very 

eginning of their Power, is notorious; and that others, 
who outwardly promoted a Committee of Inquiry, made 
ufe of it only for private Ends, is as notorious: For tho’ 
the Report of that Committee was allowed, even by an 
able Friend of the late Miniller’s", to contain as black a 
Scene of Iniquity and Corruption as ever was laid before a 
Parliament ; yet, when the'l'urn was ferved, that Report 
lay unregarded. upon the Table ; and fuch have been the 
Meafures thofe Gentlemen have fince purfued, fuch the 
milerable Condition to which they have reduced their 
Country, that it has becn forced, ina Manner, to turn for 
Relicf to thofe very Perfons who had been fo dee ply con- 
cerned in that dark Scene I have juft mentioned. 

Let us now examine into the Conduct of that worthy 
Gentleman and his Friends, who have been io unfairly mil- 
repre‘ented on this Occafion.—-They faw their Country 
juit finking, almoft beyond the Hopes of Redemption, 
and confidered theOpportunity now ctfered as the lait (and 
pray God it may not be fo!) of propping up a falling Na- 
tion, in Hopes of fome further Affiitance to re eflablith it 
on a more folid Foundation..—- J appeal to all Mankind, 
whether this was not the general Opinion at the Time lam 
{peaking of. : 

. But upon the firft Overtures, that were made to the 
Gentlemen, whofe Chara@ters deferve this Vindication, 
how did they act? Did they endeavour to turn the national 
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Diftrets to their private Advantage ? Did they bargain for 
Employments for themielves and tamiues? No, Sirs it is 
notorious, that on their firtt coming to ‘Town, when they 
were feparately talk’d to, and folicited to take Places, with 
unuiual Application, ther Refulal was almoit unanimous : 
Their Antwer, procecding from Principle, not trom any 
previous Concert, was the fame, ** That they were truly 
** jenfible of the Miieries of their Country, and ready, 
** without any Advantage to themfelves, to affilt thofe who 
fhould thand forth as its Deliverers; but defired to be 
© excufed from any Share in Employ ments, "til they faw 
* an Alteration of domettic as well as of foreign Meatures, 

They acknowledged, that the great, the immediate Point 
to be attended to, was the getting rid of the War oa the Con- 
tinent:——They knew, that, fhould the Expence of ‘That 
continue but for one more inglorious, inactive Campaign, 
the Nation would be fo exhaufled, that all Conttitutional 
Remedies would be as inc fectual as alterative Medicines ad- 
miniilered toa Patient who was bleeding to Death. 
Bat did they make this a Pretence for vot afking for Con- 
ftitutional Bills? No, Sir; tho’ they were fentible their 
firit Application mutt be to clofe that Wound, thro’ which 
their Country was bleeding its latt; yet they were not un- 
mindful of preparing Remedies to retlore it to its former 
Vigor.— They told the noble Lord I have mentioned, that 
unlets fomething was done tor the Conttitution, it was in 
vain for the Miniilers to expect their Affittance ; and for 
Fear of Miltakes, they put into his Hands their Propofi- 
tions in Writing, of which the following is an authentic 
Copy. But mutt firit clear up a very grofs Miltake about 
thofs Propofitions, which have been malicioufly ufhered 
into the World, under the Title of Broadbottom Promifes, 
with an Infinuation, as if the Country Gentlemen, who 
made thoie Demands, had aétually promifed them to their 
Friends. ~—. "They made no Promifes to their Friends : 
God knows! it was not in their Power, at that time, to 
make any Promifes. ——— The Particulars they defired 
were, 
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1, That there fhall be new Commiffions of the Peace for 
every County, and that all Gentlemen of Fortune be ad- 
mitted without Dittinetion. 


2, That the Bill for the Qualification of Juflices be ex- 
plained, and made effe€tual. 


3- That no Cuitom Houfe or Excife Officers fhall be 
allowed to vore at Fledtions of Members to ferve in Purlia- 
ment; and that a Bill be pafled for that Purpote. 


+ Ue a Place-Bill, with proper Reflriétions, be 
paflec . 


g. That there be an Enquiry into the State and Manage- 
ment of the Navy. 


6. That when the Circumftances of Affairs fhall permit, 
fach a Reduction of the Army be made, as fhall be con- 
fiitent with the Liberties of a Free People. 


7. That there be as great Savings as poflible in all Par- 
liamentary Grants, and that a Spirtt of Qeconomy be car- 
ried thro’ the whole. 


8. That the 16,000 Hanoverians fhall not be continued 
in Englif Pay, but that other Troops, if neceflary, be 
provided in their Stead. 


9. That fach Meafures only be purfued, as fhall be con- 
fiftent with the Intereft of Great- Britain. 


IT need not expatiate on the Importance and Utility of 
thefe Propofitions ; As on the one Hand, they were not fo 
fiff and rigid as to be called impracticable 5 foon the other, 
I think, they as litde deferved the Epithets of trifling and 
immaterial, 
ment ot the Crown, we fhould net complain of that I 
of Debts and Taxes, under which we flagger at this Da 
——-The Nation hath fenfibly felt the Want of fuch Sec 
rities. Youand I have lived to fee the inferior Utenhi 
of Offices, and the low Retinue of Miniilers, ufurp Sea 
in a certain Place, where they never could have moun 
but by Practices unnatural co the Conftitution,

FORFIGN AFFAIRS. 

LOW Coun TriI = s. 

Bruffils, May 41. ‘The Day before Ycflerday two Dutch 
Regiments pifld by here, in their Way wo the Army ; 
the fame Day there landed at Oftend 3000 Englith ‘Troops, 
and tso Horfles, which are likewife in full March for the 
Army, where two Regunents of Warafdins, and 1000 
Hoffars are hourly expected from Germany. As we can 
form no certain Judgment of the Motions of the French, 
after the Citadel of Tournay thall have fallen into their 
ands; arid as there is no Certainty whether they defign 
to befiege Mons or Namur next, or whether they may not 
attempt fomewhat againft the Army of the Allies, it has 
been thought proper to retrench their advantageous Camp 
in the Naighbourhood of Leflines. ‘The French give out, 
that Licutenant-General de Philippe, who commands a 
flying Camp of 20,000 Men in the Neighbourhood of 
«tes Panag marched on the zyih, and took Poflefdon of 
the important Pott of Maly, by which he has block’d up 
the Fortrets of Namur on that Side. ‘The fame Day a 
Body of French Pandours burnt a Farm-Houfe within a 
League of the Camp of the Allies. In the Night of the 
acth, thev attacked fome of our advanced Poits, but were 
repuls'd with Lofs, and retired into a Wood. We are in- 
formed, that the Duke of Cumberland and Count honig- 
feyy having recetwed certain Advices that the Governor of 
the Citadel of ‘Vournay has pofitive Orders to defend him- 
fel! to the laft Fxtremity, they are ufing the utmoft Dili- 

ence to put the Army ander their Command into fuch a 
Condiaee, as that they may be able to make a fecond At 
e mpt forthe Rehet of the Place. 


IRELAND. 

Dublin, May 18. Lait Tueiday twenty Men. were 
dranughted from cach Company of Foot on Dublin Duty ; 
avd tic fame is done from each Company in this Kingdom, 
to be fent as a ‘Reinforcement to our Army in Flanders. 
The Men fhew'd great Wallin nefs to go abroad; and 
the Draught will make 1200, who are to go direétly from 
Cork to Offend. 

The Phoenix of Coleraine, James Slone, of Wexford, 
bound Home with Corn, had her Forematt carried away 
lait ThurMay Morning in the Storm that happened, about 
a League from the Bay of Dublin. 

We hear from Kintale, that the ‘Trial and Phoenix Pri 
vatoers have brought in there wwo large Ships, bound for 
Martinico with Provifions.

COUNTRY NEWS. 

Newsafile, May 25. Laft ‘Tuefday Afternoon a moft 
barbarous Murder was committed near the Water-Side, be 
tween Sunderland and Hilton-Caftle; viz. Mr. Thomas 
Alder, fen. being occaftonally that Way, was heard to 
call to Stephen Haddock, a Keelman, then going up 
Wear River in his Kee’, that he would be aground ; upon 
which, Haddock anfwered with great Oaths, thac if he 
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came on Shore ; he made op to Mr. Alder, and, having 
knock'd him down with the Keel's Set, afterwards cut his 
Throat, ripp'd up his Belly, and tarned out his Puddings, 
and cut off his Privy Parts. Mr. Alder’s Lad coming 
likewife that Way in that Inftant, afk'd Haddock why he 
us'd his Mafter fo ill ; whereupon he {wore he would kill 
bim too: However, the Lad rode to Hilton-Caftle, got 
five or fix Men, who came and apprehended him, and car- 
ried him before Baron Hilton, who committed him to Dur- 
ham Jail. 





LONDON. 
According to private Letters from Peterfourgh, the Cza- 
rina has cauted i Dutch Ambaffador Extraordinary to be 
inform’d, that as foon as the Marriage between the Grand 
Prince and Princefs is folemnized, and fome other Mea- 
fures coniequent therefrom are fixed, her Imperial Majetty 
will take fuch Steps for facilitating the Keftoration of the 
Peace and Balance of Power in Europe, as fhall be per- 
feétly agreeable to the Queen of Hungary and the Maritime 
Powers. 
All the Advices from Italy affure us, that the Spanith 
and Neapolitan ‘l'roops {uffer exceedingly by the Marches 
they have made, and are obliged to make, over Moun 
tains, and Roads almoft impracticable; efpecially for 
Troops fo indifferently provided as they are, without 
Artillery, and without Baggage; at the fame time that it is 
doubtful, whether the Army of Don Philip will be able to 
march, or the Genocfe to fulfil their Engagements, pro- 
vided they are inclined to it. 
There are Letters from Drefden which fay, that his 
Profan Majefly aéts entirely from his own Judgment in 
the prefent Conjunéture; feveral of his ableft Minifters and 
molt experienced Generals having reprefent.d to him the 
Rifque he runs in cafe he fhould be forced toa decifive 
Engagement againit a fuperior Army, and in a Country 
which is ina manner wholly difaffected. But the Suggettions 
of M. de Valori, and the Hopes of fome fudden ‘Turn in 
the Empire, keeps him fix’d to his old Syitem. 
By the fame Letters we are told, M. de Naugrenun 
did not feem at all furprized at the Conclufion of the 
Convention between the Courts of Vienna and Drefden, 
but contented himfelf with faying, His Mafter did not 
pretend to hinder the German States from forging or rivett- 
ing their own Chains; but that whenever they found 
themfelves again oppreis’d by that Houfe, they would do 
well to carry their Complaints ellewhere, fince they would 
{carce be liftned to at Veriailles. 
They write from Ratifbon, that M.de Chavigni no 
fooner reccived Advice from the Count de Saxe of the Ad- 
vantage gained in the Battle of Fontenoi, than he imme- 
diately went to Nymphenbourgh, and communicated it to 
the Eleétor in the utmoft Tranfport. Sir, anfwer’d his 
Highnefs, J never doubted the Courage or the Succefs of the 
French for themfelves; but, 1am fure, they wanted Spirits, 
Difcipline, and good Fortune, whenever they fought for, &c. 
Letters from the Hague acquaint us, that the Prince de 
Heffe Phillipftadt, who commanded the Dutch Rear- 
Guard, after the Battle of Fontenoi, marched, tho’ ex- 
ceedingly indifpofed, at the Head of his Corps, and by 
his extraordinary Prudence and Valour did great Service 
to the whole Confederate Army ; for which Prince Wal- 
deck returned him Thanks as foon as the Forces arrived 
under the Cannon of Aeth; and the States feem extremely 
pleafed with this Piece of News, which is of great Confe- 
quence to them. 
‘There are Letters from Paris, by the Way of Holland, 
which fay, that the Prince of Conti having reprefented 
the Impoffibility of effecting any thing in Germany, a 
Refolution had been taken to withdraw a great Part of his 
Forces ; and with the reft, to form an Army of Obfervation 
in the Neighbourhood of Spire. 
We learn by private Letters from the Hague, that Baron 
Dort, Governor of Tournay, two Days before the Sur 
render of the Place, caufed a Survey to be made of the 
Provifions in all the Burghers Families, and order’d the 
bett Part to be transferred to the Citadel, by which Method 
he has fecured fix Weeks Food for his Garrifon. 
The Count de Saxe having threatened M. de Dort, that 
himfelf and his Garrifon fhould have no Quarter if he did 
not furrender the Town and Citadel together, he anfwer'd, 
that as he was very old, and had loft the Sight of one Eye, 
it was a Thing very indifferent to him, half an Eye and a 
very little Lite being no mighty Sacrifice in the Caufe of 
one’s Country. 
Advices from Berlin fay, that his Pruffian Majeity ha: 
difgrac'd feveral of the beit Officers in his Army, which 
has occafioned very great Difcontents ; and that it was 
believed he would very foop be obliged to retire with his 
Forces to Glogaw, the Aultrians and Saxons being fupe- 
rior to him by 20,000 Men. 
The Elettor of Cologne has written a long and affeftionate 
Letter to the Eleétor of Bavaria, his Nephew, with his 
own Hand; in whieh he highly commends his Conduct 
fince the late Treaty of Peace; and moft earneftly exhorts 
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According to private Letters for the Army, the Dutch 
Court. Martial, which was lately held on the Officers who 
mifbchaved in the A@ion near Fontenoi, have fentenced a 
Lieutenant-General who retired precipitately with two 
Regiments of Horfe and Dragoons to Mons, to be fhot at 
the Head of the Army; which, as the Sentence of that 
Court was to be final, it is prefumed was executed imme- 
diately. 

‘The Sloop of War arrived at Portfmouth from Gibral- 
tar, has brought from thence the Captains and Chief Off - 
cers ordered home, to be tried with the Admirals Mathews 
and Leitock. 

The Heart-Free, Capt. Goult, bound up the Mediter- 
ranean with Provifions from Ireland, is taken by a French 
Man of War, and carried into Cadiz. 

The Thomas Brigantine, of and from Liverpool for 
Africa, is carried into Rochel. 

The Hampfhire Comer, from Maryland for London, is 
taken by a French Privatcer. 

There is Advice that a French Privateer of 24 Guns, 
and near 300 Men, who, with feveral others of the fame 
Nation, have been for fome time in the North Seas, in 
order to intercept fome Merchant Ships Homeward-bound, 
is taken by one of his Majetty’s Ships of War, after a very 
fmart Engagement, in which feveral were kili’d on both 
Sides 

His Grace the Duke of Bedford is appointed Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the County of Bedford, in the room of the late 
Duke of Kent. His Grace was appointed Cuftos Rotu- 
lorum of that County about three Weeks ago. 

His Majefty’s Ship the Experiment failed from Jamaica 
the 2d of April, with the Fleet of Merchant-Ships for 
England, under Convoy of his Majeity’s Ships the Cum- 
beiond, Rippon, Affittance, and Montague, and parted 
with them in the Weftward Paffige. Admiral Davers, 
with the Fleet from England, arrived in Jamaica Five 
Weeks before this Fleet failed. 

The Lord Bury, Son of the Right Hon. the Earl of 
Albemarle, and Captain Perry, are appointed Colonels in 
the Second Regiment of Foot-Guards. 

Julius Cafar, Efq; is alfo appointed Captain-Lieutenant 
in one of the faid Companies. 

The Eagle Privateer, Capt. Beazley, has taken the La 
Bon Efperance, being a Cutter Privateer belonging to 
Bologne, of fix Guns, and fifty-fix Men, and has carricd 
her into Dover. 

The Greyhound, Capt. Richard Jefferies, and the Wil- 
liam, Capt. Richards, both Privateers of New-York, have 
taken and carried into Barbados two French Sloops of St. 
Lucia ; one of them is a Bermudian-built Sloop, laden 
with clay’d Sugar, Coffee, Tobacco, Negroes, Peafe, Indian 
Corn, &c, and as the Sloop isa prime Sailor, they have 
fitted her out to go with them privateering.

The Neptune, Robert Ladd, late Mafter, from Caro- 
lina fur London, was taken by the Conquerant, from Mar- 
tinico for Nantz, and retaken by the Milford, from Briftol, 
bound for Jamaica, eight Days after, and fent into Briftol. 

The Hefter, Bowes, from Newcaitle for Virginia, and 
the Mary, , from Amfterdam, laft from New- 
cattle for Carolina, are both taken by two Prench -Priva- 
teers, the Roval and the Duchefs of Penthievre, of 24 
Gons each, the 11th ult. fix Leagues to the Northward, 
off Shetland ; the firft they ranfomed.
